REMARKS 


The Non-Final Office Action, mailed January 22, 2009, considered claims 1, 3, 9, 11-13, 22, 
24-27, and 29. Claims 22, 24-27 and 29 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101, while claims 1, 3, 9 and 
11-13 were allowed. 

By this response, the specification is amended to divide the definition of computer-readable 
media into two types: computer storage media and communication media. Computer storage media 
encompasses memory, DVDs, CDs, and the like, whereas communication media includes , signals. 
Claims 22 and 27 have also been amended to recite computer storage media. As such, these claims do 
not cover signals, and therefore are statutory.
